There Is no repu table newspaper 
that will not endorse any sensible and 
gincere movement 
to protect 
the 
wholesome effectiveness and to main­ 
tain the absolu te Integrity of adver­ 
tising 
Unless that Is 
done by the 
great majority of pu blishers the ad­ 
vertising mediu m will soon deterior­ 
ate and the force and effect of adver­ 
tising itself will be lost. 
This du os 
not necessarily mean that a pu blica­ 
tion can or shou ld gu arantee every 
annou ncement made by an advertiser, 
bu t there is a concerted effort among 
advertisers and pu blishers to bring 
abou t tru thfu l, dependable and thor­ 
ou ghly honorable advertising which 
is the only k ind that will ever be of 
permanent valu e to either. 
Hu t u ltra advocates of what they 
are pleased to call reform, or of what 
they Bay is "for 
the good of the pu h 
lie,*’ go to extremes in their views 
which are frequ ently erected 
Into 
laws that are oftlmos measu res of u n­ 
du ly drastic natu re. 
That there have been and still may 
be many advertisements and advertis 
ing matter that are objectionable is 
very tru e, bu t in the main the adver­ 
tising colu mns of the press are re­ 
mark ably free either from what may 
be regarded as pru rient
